Vfiien I first 
made contact v/ith this person ho still had a pistol in his hand. 

I did not, know this person and to ray knowledce had never seen him 
before.

I was relieved fro=n this post at 1:00 P.H. by a Police 
Reserve Officer. I then went back to my patrol duties.

Phenix took in the basement shov;ed the top 
of Jack Ruby's hat and also sliov/ed Ruby as he lunged past 
Officer Harrison on his left side. Phenix was not aware of 
Ruby's presence before the shooting and actually was not 
av/are he was in the picture until the shot was fired.

I was at this post when the prisoner was shot, 

V/hen I heard the shot I started toward the scene and then someone hollen 
not to lot ai.yone out of tho bosomont. I then wont to the back of tho 
basement whoro 1 could cover the elevators leading to the new city hall.

offices located at 203^ Main Street and interviewed Kr, Doyal 
Lane of 65^S Lake Circle, TA 1 O56O. 

Mr. Lane is a supervisor for the V/estern Union Telegraph Company 
and was on duty at this location on November 2k, I963. At ll:l6 
A.M., Jack Euby sent a S25.00 Money Order to an employee and was 
given a receipt which was stamped with the time Cll:l6 A.M.). 

Mr. Lane was shown several photographs, and he readily picked 
the photograph of Jack Euby from these and stated that he knew 
Jack Euby inasmuch as he had sent several telegrams in the past. 

Lieutenants Revill and HcCaghren tiaed, by watch, the amount of 
time needed to walk from the V/estern Union offices to the Main 
Street ramp into the City Hall basement. It takes 1 (one) ainute 
and 13 (thirteen) seconds to walk this disteince. It requires 
another 22 (twenty-two) seconds to walk down the ramp from Main 
Street to the location where Oswald was shot. 

A check of the dispatcher's records reveals that a call was 
placed for an ambulance at 11:21 A.M.

I arrived at tlie City Hall at 8:30 A. M. and vent to the 3rd floor 
as directed. I Vfas then told to report to the Assembly Koom for 
assicnnient. Upon arriving at the Assembly Soom, I was assigned by 
Reserve Sjt, Croy to stand ly the Basement Infornation Desk and 
direct all reserve officers to report to the Assembly Room for 
assignment. At approximately 9:15 A. M. Reserve Capt, Arnett 
moved me to theparking area in the basement. I vras to keep any 
CErs from parking in the first two parking places on the North 
side of parking area. I stood at this post till about ten or 
fifteen minutes before Lee Harvey Oswald was shot. I was moved 
from the post by Lti. KcCoy and assigned to the corner of Conmerce 
and Central Expressway (Northbouid) to help the regular patrolman

On Sunday, November 1963, my tour of duty was from 6:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 
My assignment was the jail Office and the Jail. I had no instructions to pro- 
vide security outside the Jail and Jail Office. 

I received a call, and I do not remember who called me, which told me they were 
bringing Oswald down from the third floor. I had hung up the phone when I noticed 
the elevator was enroute to the basement, and as the elevator opened at approxi- 
mately 11:20 a.m., Captain Fritz and four detectives brought Lee H. Oswald from - 
the jail elevator taking him into the basement to transfer him to tho County. 

Captain Fritz asked if everything was in readiness, and 1 stepped outside the 
Jail Office into the hallway leading to the basement where 1 stopped. Captain 
Fritz came out of the Jail, Office, followed by the detectives and Oavald. 

They had passed where 1 was standing approximately six or seven feet when I saw 
a man lunge toward Os'Wald and heard a shot. I saw several off icers- grab the man 
with the pistol and wrestle him to the floor. Immediately, they picked him up 
and brought him into the Jail Office and disarmed him. They then brought Os'.vald 
into the Jail Office and laid him on the floor. I called for a doctor and an 
ambulance, Code 3- 

As they v/ero taking the man who did the shooting from the floor, I recognized 
him as Jack Ruby, who is a night club operator and well known in police circles. 
Ruby was placed on the Jail elevator and taken upstairs. 

The Jail Intern came into the Jail Office and tried to give Osv/ald some attention, 
but the ambulance arrived, he was placed in it and taken to Parkland Hospital. 

1 have known Ruby for several years. I have been in his businesses. The Silver 
Spur, 1717 S. Ervay, and The Vagas Club, 3938 Oak Lawn, both on and off duty. 
My visits to his places of business while on duty v/ere for police business. Uy 
visits to his places of business while off duty were for personal recreation for 
my vafe, myself and friends. 

I have not been in his places of business, nor have I seen him, in the last three 
or four years. I did not see him in the basement prior to the shooting of Oavald.

I was standing by the foot of the Conmaroe Street ranp 10 minutes 
boforo the shot was fired, I know that Jack Euby did not come down 
this ramp because no unidentified persons came by me. 

After the shooting, I assisted in taking Euby to the jail office. 
I stayed with the Doctor and helped hin with Oswald. I helped lift 
the stretcher and put it in the ambulance, 

I have not been interviewed by the Federal Bureau of Investigatioa 
regarding this xncideat.

Durin,'; tho tdmo I vna f^uardin^ tho ICiin Ctrcat Hamp oovcral 
squad cars with prisoners carjis into the basement. I checked 
each car and occupant to jnake sure. 

About 30 minutes prior to the shooting Tommy, a City mechanic, 
attempted to drive a police oar into the basement and I 
stopped him. lie parked tho squad a short distance away and 
came back to where I was standing and told me that he had to 
fjo into the basement to check the automobile or parking 
situation and I let hir.i through. He explained that he had 
worked late the two previous days. 

I noticed that Sergeant Dean was talking to Totranj- at the 
bottom of the ramp and Tommy cane back up the ramp and stayed 
around a few minutes and left. 

A United or Associated Press reporter in his middle twenties 
identified himself by an official press card and I let him 
throu;;h. This to the best of my knowledge was about twenty 
minutes prior to tho shooting. 

At approximately 2 or 3 minutes prior to the shooting 
Lieutenant Pierce, Sergeant Maxey and Sergeant Putnam drove 
a squad oar up tlie ramp onto Main Street. This was tho ohly 
car that drove out the Main Street Ramp while I was on duty. 
As this oar came up the ramp I was standing in the middle 
between tho raised sides and I stepped to the right by the 
car and v/alked to tho edge of the street to assist them onto 
Main, Traffic \jas not heavy but was steady. I do not recall 
whether or not it was necessary to stop any cars for them. 
As soon as they drove out I assumed my previous position 
between the raised portions of the ramp. 

There were about 6 people standing on the sidoi/alk on the 
v.'e:;t r. ide of tho ra.iip. lOx-officcr H. J. -Daniels v/as standing 
on '.ho e:ist side of the ramp. One of tliu group on tlio west 
side v;aD one of our ex-shine boys. He had a pair of 
binoculars. Pedestrian traffic was very light. The ones 
that ca-mo by would generally look down the ramp but be on 
their way. 

I r.u:t Jack Ruby in 1959 and I have seen hin once since that 
time. I do not believe that I vould recognize Ruby if I passed him 
him on the street hut probably v/ould if I had a conversation 
v;ith hira. I have not seen hira to know him since December of 
1961.

At approximately 9:25 A.M. on Sunday, Ilovember 24, iy63, 
while vjorking Squad 53, v;ith H. E. Farris #1852, wo 
reaeived a call on the Radio to contact Station 511 by 
telephone. M. E. Farris at this tine made contact with 
Station 511 on the telephone and Squad 53 was advised to 
report to Station 511 on markout. 

On arrival at Station 511 we were advised by other officers 
present to stand by at Station 511 until approximately 10 A.M. 
when we would be needed to transfer Lee H. Oswald to County 
Jail. At approxinately 10:15 A.M. I was ordered to report to 
the basement of City Hall. On arrival I was instructed by 
Sergeant J. A. Putnam to back Squad Car #122 out of marked off 
basement parking area and line it up behind the station wagon 
at the north end of the baseaont, then stand by to drive squad 
car number 122 to the County in escort for the transfer of Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 

I was then advised by Sergeant Putnam to back squad oar #122 into 
the parking area again and get three other officers to accompany 
mo in the oar. They were H. E. Farris, D. K. Erwin, and V/. E. 
Hibbs. After I did this, I ivas advised by Sergeant Putnam to 
stand by the bottom of north ramp to City Hall Basement and 
chock any vehicle that csxie down the ramp. No oars came down 
the ramp while I was standing at this position. 

At aprro;;iinately 10:55 A.M. I was talten off of tliis position by 
Sergeant Putnam and v;as assigned to the Elm Street and Pearl 
Expressway to work traffic. I was told Lee Harvoy Osivald was to 
be transferred by armored oar. A squad oar would proceed the 
armored car and I was- to halt traffic at ray intersection until 
er.oort had cleared the intersection and then I was to proceed 
to tlio County Jail to assist v/ith crowds at this location.

After the area v;as secured and cleared only ofiUcorc, reserves, 
and aoorotlitod nev.'s press were poriuttcd to re-enter, Idoatifioa- 

• tian-of -tho nev/s personnel v.'as-nade— by— *hea-p-pr«»s-orodontials. — 

All civilian employees of tha Dopartaent wore cleared from the 
basersjnt lobby and instructed to reraain at their desk. 

Officer R. C. Uelcon and a rooorve officer wore ctr.tionod in the 
hall lOKtlin- to the jni.l r.orvino vd.ndow.-:. The door ivciT.i the jail 
to the lobby ronainud looked and the public used the first window, 
set at an ancle, to conduct jail business. ■ 

Detective Eoaty aa>d Lov.'ery ronained with the officers during most 
of the period the parking and prisoner area was closed off. Everyone 
oonductinc business at the. Jail was scrutinized mid if they did not 
appear to have lecitinato business, they were conducted from the 
basencnt . 

There vias little traffic on Kain and no one loiterinc. A large orov;d 
v.'as gathering on Commerce. I had everyone removed from the City Hall 
Gido (north) of Comneroe to the south side. Serceant Steele and 
EoEorvo Harrison ohaoked the buildings opposite the basement drivo for 
possible snipers. 

The information received from the FBI by Coptain Frazier v.'as: two 
calls from males stated "one hundred of us './ill kill Oswald before 
he gets to the County Jail". Due to this and the crowds formation 
I built up my personnel on the Comneroe Street side. 

I called Komioido and told Detective Beck of the parking area check 
and asked if Captain Frits v;anted uniformed officers to proceed and 
follcv/ the transfer vehicle. He said Captain Fritz was with the 
prisoner and tl.ty wo-ld let me loiov/. I prepared three x'lain and three 
marked oars to use either type Homicide desired. 

I was contacted by Chief Stevenson and Chief Liuapkin reftardinc an 
armored oar. It v/as to back into the drive as far as possible from 
Comrieroe. V/hon it arrived two more officers were stationed at the bottom 
of the Connierce Street ramp with instructions that no one v/as to pass up 
or down the ramp after the prisoner passed them. Due to its height, the 
armored car could only be baOiCed in a short distance. 

Before the arrival of the Armored Car, Chief Lumpkin, Chief Stevenson, 
end I discussed the route and traffic o'j:.^tructions. They wore reportedly 
si:c hundred (600) people around the County Oail. I instructed Sergeant 
Steele to place a regular officer at each traffic light vdth his squad 
car close by. The lead oar would flash its lights as they approaoheu and 
the officer would cut all opposing traffic. After the vohicie passed 
they v/ere to enter their cars and follow to the County Jail to assist 
with any trouble. The entire traffic detail v/as in the County Jail Area.

I 
inatructed hir. to call throe squads from their district 
acsiEnncntG from the three stations and pull four from 
I'.t.adc.uartero Station, c;ottinc tvjo man squads where posoiblo. 
The offioors •.■•■ore to bo in Central Station v:ith their squad 
cars rarlied on the street, available for innediate use but 
dispersed in parkins, later than 9:30 A.M. Out of 

thirteen squads we obtaii.nod a total of nineteen (19) patrolmen. 
Supervisors at the station for the security wore Lieutenant 
Pierce, Sorceant P. T. Dean, Sereeant Putnaz;, Geri^oant Steele, 
and I. Lieutenant WiC2i"s was in the Jail Office. 

Lieutenant Pierce instructed Sergepjit Deau to secure all entrances 
and exits to the parkinc and prisoner loading area, then clear 
the basonent of all personnel other than police, and reserves. 
Serijeant Putnan was instructed to assist in the assicnment. 

The area ii v;hich the prisoner Osi.'ald vjould be escorted was to 
be thorouchly searched. Areas searched were the cars parked in 
the baseuont, including their trunks, and encino oonpartaonts, 
the tops of all pipes, end air oonditionint; ducts, the service 
roons opening into tlio basement were to be looked after clearinj; 
theai of personnel. The buildinc elevators were out off on the 
first floor so they could not be used to reach the baser.ent caid 
the parking attendents v;ere sent from the basement to the first 
floor of the City Hall with instructions to remain vjith the 
elevators to prevent tampering. The City Hall service elevator 
is a self-service type but had an operator. This man was instructed 
thac he Was not to go below the first floor until notified. The 
service elevator from the sub basement of the Police and Courts 
liuilding exit, into the basement parking area and has no doors to 
lock so a reserve officer was stationed, there. 

The sergeants used a total of seventeen; (1?) regular rnd reserve 
officers to execute the search. The extra officers were held in 
tho sergeant's room at my office and the reserves were, retained 
in the assembly room. These officers were not permitted in the 
basement to insure no confusion in the systematio search.

I did not see this man in the basement prior to the shooting. 


I clanoed ouiokly to i..^ i-ieht from my left motioning some of theoo 
people to Qove b;iokward as the vehicle v/as aloo moving backward. At 
tido time I heard a gan diaohar,-''' • With my armo out atrotchod, I 
vhoeled to my loft over ny ahould'^r. I oaw officers Dtrufrclins "ith 
the person who had apparantly shot Oswald, and other officero woro 
moving Oswald back into the jail office. 

Alr.'.ost at the time the ahot was fired, the news media and photographero 
plu.iEed forward upon the sceno. I immediately forced them baokwardo 
Vfhile the other officers were subduing the person who fired the ohot. 
I was able to contain those people until additional help arrived. Soma 
of the offlcera that I know come to my aasiotanoo very (julok were S^t- 
P. T. Dean, Detectives U. L. HcGee, and I. P. Van Cleave. At the tine 
the prisoner Oswald emorged from the jail office, the central area of 
the ramp was clear except for photographers and news media who were 
blocking the vehicle. ._«>^. 

.Vi'hile I was moving thoqe persons blocking the ramp on my right and to 
the south, I glanced toward the prisoner Oswald and saw two or possibly 
three news media to the left of Detective Graves, and slightly in 
front of him, they had microphones to portable recorders stuck up in 
front of Oswald and Graves. I know that Officer V/. J. Harrison was 
several feet to my left in front of the TV lights, and to the best of 
my knowledge he was facing the lights just prior to the time the shot 
was fired. Along with several officers I continued to restrain the 
photographers anl news media while the ambulance arrived and took the 
prisoner Oswald from the basement. 

I remained in the basement area until it was cleared. During this 
time, Officer Harrison told me that the person who fired the shot was 
Jack Ruby. I have known Jack Ruby since about l$kB. I have not seen 
him since about ISkS or 19'*9. 

I am sure the man Huby did not pass between Officer Harrison and Myself.

I had been available to Captain Fritz's office most of the morning 
of November 2'^, 1963. I vas in this office shortly before 11:00am. 
Seeing that preparations were under way to move Oswald out of the 
building, I stepped across the hall to the Burglary and Theft Office 
and instructed the men who were standing by to report to the Jail 
office two at a time. These men were instructed to assist in any 
manner needed. 

About lliOOam, the party in Captain Fritz's office started moving 
out. I was the first out of the office; walking to the hall door 
leading to the jail elevator. I unlocked, this door and admitted 
Captain Fritz, Detective Leavelle, Graves, and Hontogomery, ^d the. 
prisoner Oswald. Oswald was hanouffed to Detective Leavelle. 

When the elevator was loaded, I was the last person to enter the ele- 
vator. V/hen we reached the basement, I was the first pei'son off. A- 
bout the time we got off the elevator, Captain Fritz was behind me, 
and he told me I would have to ride in the second car because we could 
only get five in the first car which contained the prisoner. He mo- 
tioned for me to lead out. We went out the door on the East side of 
the jail desk. 

When I walked out into the driveway, I found that press photographers 
and news media were surrounding the area. Strong flood lights were 
focused in the direction of the jail office. They were blinding. 
These lights were located at the Northeast corner of the area of the 
opening leading from the jail office. 

Tho vehicle in which the prisoner was to be loaded was attempting to 
back into the opening in front of the jail office where unruley pri- 
soners ere generally unloaded. I i.iiracdintoly moved forward toward the 
crot oido and on the south edge of this crowd , moving the crowd of 
photo-raphors and nownmon backward. These people were blocking the 
vehicle's noveir-ont, being in between the vehicle and the prisoner. I 
h-d both arao out stretched and was able to contain these people m a 
fairly wide area. I was facing east with my back to the prisoner. To 
ny left I oould see that everything was clear nearly to the flood lights 
There waa about two officers to my left along the drive way. However, 
the news media were standing about three deep.
